Here's a tip: for your first production your School recommends that you use slides. 

For one thing, "editing" is easier. To change the order in which scenes appear, simply 
rearrange your slides. The job of synchronizing the sound to slides is not so much of a 
problem either. 

Once you have your slides in the proper order, you could have them made into a 
filmstrip without much trouble, if you wanted. Sound-synchronization for filmstrips 
and slide shows is the same. 

Producing a sound motion picture can be more difficult. However, if you've had some 
experience, you may want to do a movie for your first PHOTO/ PHONICS production. In 
that case, your: instructor will guide you step-by-step in helping you put your show together. 
Your PHOTO/PHONICS instruction describes the various systems and equipment you can 
use for sound movies, as well as the techniques involved. You'll find that most of the 
planning and many of the techniques you'll learn will apply to both still and motion picture 
sound shows. 

With the wonderful world of sound your pictures will take on a new dimension. They'll 
sparkle with life and have so much more meaning! Imagine your own creative efforts 
taking form on the screen. Can you picture the audience reaction? 

You need not decide right now what form you want to use. In fact, you might want to 
wait until you've completed the first two lessons before you make a decision.
